DaNTZIO, May 17. — The Provincial Diet, 
oE West Prussia, hist evening, gave a 
banquet in honor of the Emperor William. 
His Majesty in the course of his speech 
Baid, " -May tho sons of litis country accept 
patiently whatever Providence has in store 
for them, and await with confidence the re- 
sults which the Emperor will achieve iu the 
course of his toilsome future." 

The Victim ol a riot, 

Vienna, May 17.— A St. Petersburg 
special says : There is no doubt that Gen- 
eral Gresser, the police prefect of St. Peters- 
burg, was the victim of a plot of which 
Grateholsky is innocent, and that the plot- 
ters tampered with tho "Vitaline," with 
which General Gresser was treated. Two 
plans were formed to remove him within 
the past six months. His treatment of 
criminals and suspects was barbarous. He 
addressed tho authorities and journalists 
like common laborers, and often banished 
them without trial. He introduced u sys- 
tem of torture of non-political prisoners in 
all the prisons. All attempts to persuade 
tho Emperor to remove him failed. 

National Cycle Knee. 

Paris, May 17. — Tho National Cycle 
race from Bordeaux to Paris was won by 
Stephane, who covered lite distance of 858 
miles in 25 hours. 

Oriue Not la tin* Derby. 

London-, May 17.— Tho Dnko of West- 
minster announces that Urine has no 
chance of running in the Derby. 

Bl-metnlllKiu) in Germany. 

London, May 17. — A Berlin correspond- 
ent says : "In financial circles tho belief 
prevails that the International Silver con- 
ference will have no satisfactory results. 
Germany will accept tho inevitable because 
she does not desire to hold aloof from the 
other powers, but the Government and 
Reichstag have always been opposed to 
Bimetallism. They even rojeoted a motion 
a few years ago, declaring Germany's will- 
ingness to negotiate if England previously 
adopted bi-metullism. 

Austria's .Oversee- at Chicago. 
Vienna, May 17. — Architect Emilo 
Breaslcr, who will design and oversee tho 
construction, at Chicago, of the section al- 
lotted to the Austrian exhibits, left Vienna, 
to-day, for America. 

Presented to the Queen. 

London, May 16.— Among the 20 Ameri- 
can ladies presented at '.ho " drawing 
room " at Buckingham Palace, this after- 
noon, by Mrs. Lincoln was, Mrs. William 
Wayne Bclvian, of California. Her toilet 
was among tho most notable. It was up' 
patently all point lace, and it was made by 
Eliso at a cost of JlOOO. 

The Koval Marriage Question. 

London, May 16.— A Berlin despatch 
says that the Empress Frederick is not at 
all satisfied with tho prospect of her 
youngest daughter, Margaret, becoming the 
Empress of all tho Russias, and is inclined 
to oppose the step. The Princess herself is 
deeply attached to her mother and will pre- 
sumably follow her advice. The stories of 
thu ill-treatment of the Grand Duchess, 
Elizabeth of Hesse, Queen Victoria's grand- 
daughter, by her husband the Grand Duke 
Surging, of Russia, have created a painful 
feeling in the English Royal family, and 
there is a growing prejudice both in Eng- 
land and Germany against German mar- 
riages. The Kaiser is not at all pleased 
with the opposition of his mother to this 
latest scheme, she having previously broken 
up a proposed engagement of the Princess 
Margaret to the heir of thu Duchy of 
Luxemburg.

New York, May 17.— Miss Emma Beck- 
with, who has bcen'offered the nomination 
for Vice-President of the United States on 
the equal rights ticket, has declared that 
while she would accept tho position with 
either Belvu Loekwood or Frances R. Wil- 
lard as nomineo for tho first place, sho 
would not run on the same ticket with 
Victoria Woodliull. 

Kellglons Excitement in Con Angeles, 

Los ANGELES, May 7.— -The religious ex- 
citement continues. The Mills meetings aro 
crowded and hundreds claim conversion. 
The feeling seems to spread to nearly every 
tjuurtor. Tho City Council yesterday ru- 
questcd the mayor to declare Wednesday a 
legal holiday so that business men might 
attend the midday meetings. The Mayor 
refused. He says: "It is manifestly unfair 
to request that wo officially recognize the 
work of any church or combination of 
churches, no matter how numerous, as it 



involves a violation and neglect of duty and 
the establishment of an unwiso precedent." 
The Mayor also adds that the city should 
entertain the eastern editors and attend to 
religious matters afterwards. He says: 
"Our people arc making every effort to cn 
tertain tho editors to-morrow and tho en 
tertaiument outlined does not include reli 
gioua observances, and to issue the pro 
clamation requested would he inconsistent 
with our duties as otlicials of tho city, 
having in charge the entertainment of our 
guests." Many stores will eloso in spito of 
the Mayor's action. 

Silver and Trade With India. 

New York, May 17. — The Commercial 
Bulletin prints a number of interviews with 
leading importers of merchandise from In- 
dia, relative to the effect on their business 
of a depreciation in the price of silver. 
There is but one verdict, namely, that trade 
is in an unsatisfactory condition, and the 
fluctuations in tho silver market from day 
to day, some claim have made their busi- 
ness little better than that of a gambler. 
Most of them have to pay for the imported 
goods through London, and the merchant of 
to-day who pays Is fid for rupees, cannot 
successfully cope for business with a neigh- 
bor who to morrow only pays Is 3d. 

"Punched Out," 

Con ky Island, N. V., May 17.— George 
Godfrey defeated Joe Lannon. to-night, 
after four rounds. Lannon claims a foul, 
but it was decided that he was punchedout. 

Arrest of n Mexican Chinaman. 

EAGLE Pass, Texas, May 17.— A sensa- 
tion has been created here by the arrest of 
Foon Chuck, a Chinaman but a naturalized 
citizen of Mexico, who is alleged to hevo 
entered the United States in violation of 
the exclusion act. Chuck is known through- 
out Northern Mexico, and is worth fully 
$200,000, Ho is a contractor, and owns an 
extensive ranch in Mexico. The Mexican 
government has been appealed to by the 
consul here. 

Grant's Life nu Untold Htory. 

New York, May 17. — Mrs. V. S. Grant 
has finally decided that she will not publish 
her memoirs of her husband. She com- 
pleted tho manuscript about three weeks 
ago, and, at her invitation, several editors 
and publishers were invited to look over it 
with a view of selling it to the highest 
bidder. She changed her mind at the last 
moment by the advice of friends, it is 
understood, and the story of General Grant's 
life, as told by his widow, will not be seen 
by the public for some years at least. For 
several years Mrs. Grant has been at work 
on this manuscript. 

Shot by an Eccentric. 
Sacramento, Gala.. May 17. — Frederick 
Stein, a brewery workman, formerly em- 
ployed at Erustaller's brewery, was allot in 
the left arm and right leg on tho old sugar 
beet ranch, this morning, and will probably 
die, though the doctors say there is a chance 
for his life. The man who did the shooting 
is an eccentric character who for years has 
been known here as " Jimmio the Regula- 
tor." To-day, when arrested, ho said his 
true name is John O'Rourke. Ho has been 
for years in the habit of carrying an old 
army musket, and has on several occasions 
been known to threaten strangers who have 
ventured near Ids cabin, he being a sort of 
hermit. This morning Stein was returning 
from Stockton, and as he was walk- 
ing 'became very tired. When near 
Jimmy's house, he stopped and was ordered 
by some invis ible person to move on. Not 
thinking there was any danger, he did not 
heed the command and luy down on the 
ground. As he did so O'Rourke fired a 
heavy load of buckshot that took effect in 
the manner described. O'Rourke Uvea in a 
miserable shanty outside of tho levee, and 
claims all that part of the country between 
the levee and the river. When tho water 
riser be climbs to a plane in some small 
tamarack trees and remains their until the 
floods subside, lie will probably be ex- 
amined as to his sanity. 

A Princely visitor. 

WASHINGTON, May 17. — Leopold, heredi- 
tary Prince of Isenburg and Berstien, the 
eldest son of Charles, sovereign German 
Prince, of Isenberg and Berstein, and Lou- 
ise, arch duchess of Austria, arrived in this 
city last Saturday, having made tho tour of 
the U. S. He will be officially presented 
by the German minister to President Harri- 
son and also introduced to Vice-President 
Morton us soon as tho President returns to 
Washington. 

Important Question or Title. 

Washington, May 17. — The U, S. 
Supreme Court recently decided a case in- 
volving the titlo to a tract of land in the 
city of Tacoma, Wn., valued at three 
quarters of a million dollars. Maria J. 
Galliher claimed title under a homestead 
entry made by Silas Galliher, her husband, 
August 10th, 1872. He died April 13th, 
lS7.'i, and his entry was cancelled December 
■tth, 1879, for want of final proof within 
the statutory seven years, under the act 
passed dune loth, 1880. She applied for 
the land, but her application was rejected. 
II. P. Caldwell entered the line December 
20th, 1881, and in April, 1882, received a 
patent thereof. Thu Supremo Court held 
that Mrs. Galliher had no equity of titlo to 
the land, and confirmed Caldwell's title. 

Shoo tines. 

Stockton, Cal., May 17. — John Woods, 
proprietor of a saloon and eating house at 
tho race track, was shot and fatally wounded 
to-night, by Albert Denny, a horse trainer. 
Denny attempted familiarities with Woods' 
wife and Woods tried to eject him from 
the place. Donny drew a pistol ami fired 
at close range. The ball taking effect iu 
Woods' stomach. Denny fired two other 
ineffective shots, he is now in jail. 

Cincinnati, May 17. — Mattie Hodge- 
dorn, aged 'JO, a saleslady in Hope, Enstedt 
& VVindhorst's dry goods store, while wait- 
ing on a customer, to-day, was shot four 
times by Frank J. Crance, a salesman in 
the same store. Crance then Bhot himself 
dead. The girl is still ulivo; Crance was 
in love with her but sho refused his atten- 
tions any longer.

Northwest Grazing Lauds Eecrula- 
tious— Civil Service Com- 
mission Report.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 17 — Mr. Lowell, member 
for Wetland, was introduced today. 

The Northwest ranchers arc willing to 
accept a less average quantity of grazing 
lands, but want ten-year leases. 

Good progress has been made in the 
criminal law bill in the House. It is ex- 
pected tho House will adjourn from Mon- 
day to Wednesday of next week. 

Prof. Robertson, dairy commissioner, will 
visit British Columbia this summer to fur- 
ther the dairy interests of tho Province. 

Reports from Newfoundland state that 
the Legislature has accepted Canada's 
terms, but the information is not obtainable 
hero. 

This evening the House went into supply, 
and debated at some length the vote of 
851, 000 for the Kingston Graving Dock. 
Hon. Mr. Ouimet explained that the dock 
was completed, but further amounts were 
duo Messrs. Bancroft & Connolly. The 
Opposition argued that there was collusion 
between the Department and the firm, but 
this was satisfactorily answered by tho 
Minister. The vote was agreed to and a 
number of other items were passed. 

The report of the Civil Service Commis- 
son has been presented to Parliament and 
recommends the adoption of the principle of 
appointment by open competition, also tho 
appointment of a Civil Service Commission 
to test the fitness of candidates for office, 
appointment or promotiou to any office 
position in the service, also power to en- 
quire and report on the state and manage- 
ment of the public business or tho ollicial 
conduct of public servants. No new office 
will bo created « ithout the sanction of Par- 
liament. The age limit of ollicers entering 
the service will be reduced from 85 to 25. 

Judges Tait and Routhier, two superior 
court judges of Quebec, have been appointed 
to investigate the charges against Sir Adolph 
Caron. The latter has just dismissed the 
suit against Editor Pacaud, 

A cable dispatch to the Toronto Globe 
says, that according to an interview with 
Sir Charles Tupper it is not probable the 
Committee of the Imperial Foderation 
League will present their report until the 
elections. Sir Charles is also of opiidon that 
the Spanish negotiations were broken off 
and that because Spain expected better 
terms from Franco than she could get from 
Great Britain. 

CANADIAN. 

Meteorological Inspection— The Globe's Attack 
on the Press — Valuable Dog Poisoned. 

Toronto, May 17. — The Globo continues 
to-day its publication of documents and in- 
formation relating to the election fund of 
1889. It says the fund was employed not 
only to corrupt the people but also to sat- 
isfy and comfort the press, an archimedean 
lover in that part of the Dominion requiring 
a lot of grease. 

Fred. W. Stupart, of tho meteorological 
department, leaves on Saturday on a tour 
of inspection through Manitoba and the 
Northwest and British Columbia. Mr. 
Stupart intends going by the lakes, and will 
visit all the observation points of import- 
ance between here and the coast. He will 
travel northward to Fort Simcoe, on the 
borders oi Southern Alaska. 

WINDSOR, Out., May 17. — A five hundred 
dollar dog, belonging to Charles Fenton at 
Essex, has been poisoned. The animal was 
a first prize winner at the leading United 
States bench shows. 

KINGSTON, May 17. — Major Edwards, late 
of the Royal Military Colleges, is running 
for the Imperial Parliament as a Socialist 
in Dover, England. 

Shakespeare, Out., May 17. — While two 
young sons of Joseph Dcdrish were playing 
with a loaded pistol it discharged, its con- 
tents entering the body of the younger, aged 
six, who died in a short time. 

Quebec, May 17. — The local election to 
be hold in Beauharuois on the 30th inst. will 
not be held as fixed. A later date will bo 
decided upon shortly.

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 

Preparations for the Rccoption and Enter- 
tainment of Commissioners. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, May 17. — The com- 
missioners to the Presbyterian Assembly, 
which will open at tho First Presbyterian 
church, next Thursday morning, will come, 
to-morrow, in two parties. One party will 
arrive by way of tho Northern Pacific, 
reaching this city at 9 o'clock, to-morrow 
morning, while the oilier party will como 
by way of the Union Pacific. The train 
bearing the latter party consists of twenty- 
five Pullman cars, arranged in three suc- 



tions, Tho first section will reach the 
city at noon, the second at 1:30 p. m., and 
tho third about an hour later. Two 
committees have been sent out to welcome 
the commissioners' families and friends. 
One committee will meet the curly arriving 
party at Tacoma. The other committee will 
meet the Union Pacific train at some point 
west of Baker City not yet decided upon. 
The reception committee will present each 
visitor with a card designating tho name 
and residence of his host for the session. 
On reaching the depot a supply of car- 
riages will be found sufficient to handle 200 
passengers and the visitors will bo taken 
direct to their respective stopping places. 

TUB ROSLYN DISASTER. 

Inquiry Into the Causes of the Recent Fatal 
Casualty— Differences of 
Opinion. 

Roslyn, May 17. — At their.quiry yester- 
day into the cause of the Roslyn mine ex- 
plosion, E. W. Lewis, general underground 
foreman of the Carbonado mines, who had 
spent .'10 years of his life in coal mines of 
the United States and Wales, having had 
more or less experience in gaseous mines, 
said that in his examination of the slope ho 
found gas in the third level about 7M feefc 
from the face. He thought the point of 
igniting was in the crosscut between the 
sixth and seventh levels, and was satisfied 
that powder was used. The drill hole was 
free from tamping. If thero had been any 
gas there the shot would have ignited it 
and would have communicated it to other 
parts of tho slope. The hole was 
blackened as if from a powder explosion. 
The mine is one of the dryest in Washing- 
ton, and the dust may have aggravated tho 
explosion. The plan of tho mine and tho 
ventilation ho considered good. The black- 
ening of tho hole must have been done by 
powder. 

The testimony of T. P. Corey was in sub- 
stance the same us that of Mr. Lewis, ho 
had been engaged in mining for 13 years, 
principally as a superintendent of mines, 
and was familiar with gaseous mines, hav- 
ing hud to deal with . them in Franklin. 
U is theory was that dust caused the ex- 
plosion, having played a conspicuous 
part in other explosions to his know, 
ledge. His impression was that a shot 
was fired in tho crosscut, which ignited the 
gas, and an explosion resulted. The plan of 
the mine he thought was first-class, never 
having seen a bolter oue. Tho air was good 
as far as the braitice extended, tho current 
being too strong for comfort. He thought 
the air in mines should be split and that it 
would bo safe to work in the mine with an 
air current down the east and up the west 
Bide. 

Daniel Davics, one of the committee of 
miners, whose mining experience covers a 
period of 24 years, a number of which were 
spent in tho gaseous mines of Wales and in 
Washington, stated that he found the first 
and second levels free from gas, but in tho 
third level tailings were located 13i feet 
from the face. The fourth was clear. In 
the fifth level 50 feet of gas was found. 
After carefully examining the crosscut ho 
concluded that it had not been fired, but 
thought that the gas had been set off on the 
outside and communicated to other parts. 
Gas was found within 12 feet of the face in 
the sixth level. In the seventh a little air 
was circulating, but there was an absence 
of gus. In several chambers on thj west 
side gas was again located. He saw no 
powder marks in tho crosscut between the 
fifth and sixth levels. The drill hole was a 
trifle black, but it was not colored by pow- 
der. The gus had done it, and ho thought 
the whole was drilled through and the gas 
carried in by the air pressure. He believed 
that dust would explode when sot off by 
gas. Tho slope, in his estimation, was 
dryer than Franklin or Newcastle, but the 
dust was heavier. Black or choke damp is 
explosive, but when a body of it was en- 
tered it would extinguish the lamp. He 
thought tho ventilation good. 

dames Ash, another member of iho Min- 
ers' committee, gave his theory of the ex- 
plosion that it was caused by an ignition of 
lire-damp by a naked light. The fire damp 
gathered in pit-holes, the roof formations 
having a smooth inside surfaced cased in by 
coal in the seventh level, and the spark was 
communicated to tho dust in the crosscut. 
One explosive gas will set off another of the 
same character. 

Intense interest is centred in the investi- 
gation. The company is taking no part in 
tho investigation. Every effort is being, 
made to ascertain the true cause of the ex-- 
plosion,

New Yohk, May 10.— While running at 
full Bpeed past St. George's Shoals, off tho 
banks of Newfoundland, the look-out of tho 
Dutch steamship Lahesbayne, from Ant- 
werp, on Friday afternoon, noticed a fisher- 
man's dory directly in the path of tho ves- 
sel. Apparently leaning over the gunwales 
were two men. The steamer's engines had 
to be reversed so us not to run down tho 
dory. A boat was then sent out, and tho 
dory's occupants were found almost dead 
and unable to speak. The dory was towed 
back to the steamer and the two men lifted 
lo the deck. Warm baths and 
stimulants brought tho castaways 
around sufficiently in a few hours- 
to tell their story. They gave their 
names as Hurry Atwood, aged 47, and John 
Hols tat, both of Gloucester, Mass. They 
were members of the crew of tho fishing 
schooner Orient, and on Tuesday last sot 
out in the dory to look after their truwls. 
A fog shut down und they lost their bear- 
ing. They had neither food nor water 
aboard, and for H-l hours they sustained life 
by chewing their oilskiiiR, Tho men aro 
yet aboard tho steamer, which arrived lato 
last night.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND QUESTION. 

Some of the Correspondence Submitted to the 
Dominion Parliament, 

Ottawa, May 10.— The chief interest in 
the latest correspondence on tlio Newfound- 
land question lies in the dispatch of Lord 
Knntsford to Sir Terence O'Brien, Govornor 
of Newfoundland, dated 11th of February, 
lSd'2. It is iu the nature of u reply to tho 
representations mado through Hon. A. W. 
Harvey, who visited England on behalf of 
tho Newfoundland Government. Tho dis- 
patch slates that II-r Majesty's Govern- 
ment has given Mr. Harvey's representa- 
tions careful consideration, and they regret 
that they aro unable to meet the wishes of 
the Newfoundland Government iu the mat- 
ter of assenting to tho Blaine-Bond conven- 
tion at tho present time, us the reasons 
which havo hitherto induced them to defer 
tho signature of the convention are 
still iu force. Lord Knutsford says: 
"I fool bound to point out 
that the action of your Government in 
refusing to join in stating a case for argu- 
ment before the Judicial committee, or to 
submit for decision tho question of the 
legality of excluding Canadians from pro- 
curing bait in Newfoundland waters — an 
exclusion which Her Majesty's Government 
strongly deprecate, and which constituted 
in their judgment a distinct breach of the 
law — places a difficulty in the way of meet- 
ing tho wishes of your Government, and 
affords an additional reason for the decision 
of Her Majesty's Government to defer for 
the present any action with regard to tho 
convention. This action on the part of 
your ministers can only tend to further em- 
bitter the relations between Newfoundland 
and Canada, the present condition of which 
has been tho cause of much regret to Her 
Majesty's Government." The Colonial 
secretary goes on to say, "I need hardly 
point out to you that tho in- 
terruption of commercial intercourse 
between Newfoundland and the Do- 
minion, must prove injurious to both, but 
especially so to Newfoundland, as the trade 
of the latter colony with Canada forms one- 
fourth of its total commerce, while it con- 
stitutes less than one per cent, of tho ex- 
ternal trade of Canada." 

The correspondence includes the memo- 
randum forwarded by Mr. Harvey to the 
Imperial authorities, in which ho argues 
tho case at length for tho Royal 
assent to be given to the Blaine- 
Bond convention. The following tit- 
bit from this memorandum is calcul- 
ated to show how tho policy of the Cana- 
dian Liberals is viewed abroad. It says : 
"If Mr. VV. Laurier or Sir Richard Cart- 
wright come into power in Canada, then, 
probably there will be a reciprocity treaty, 
(to judge by their words in opposition,) on 
Mr. Elaine a lines, which means a common 
tariff, with English, Scotch and Irish 
goods having the McKinley tariff against 
them, over the whole Dominion." 

The remainder of the despatch includes 
copies of tho memorials received by the 
Canadian Government from different Boards 
of Trades on tho subject of our relations 
with Newfoundland, and the reply thereto, 
also a letter of Sir J. S. Winter, of New- 
foundland, to Mr. Tupper. in which ho 
speaks of the growing discontent of the 
people of tho Island at tho unfriendly at- 
titudo the Newfoundland Government 
are displaying towards Canada, and the in- 
jurious effect such action is having upon 
the trudo of the colony. 

On Apr il 23Jd, Mr. Tupper cabled to Sir 
J. S. Winter, asking, "are United States 
vessels obtaining free licenses as laat yeai 
to which tho reply came — "Yes."

RAILWAY OUTRAGE. 

A Yonng Lady's Serious Clmrees Against u 
Fellow Traveller. 

London, May 17.— Hiss Hannah Cordock, 
young woman of Rood family, was assaulted, 
to-day, by Albert Windlo, in tho compartment 
of a . train on tho Manchester, Sheffield and 
Lincolnshire railway. When tho train arrived 
at tho Bast Retford Station the guard noticed 
that the door of Miss Cordoi'k's apartment was 
open. Ho went to close it, and found thi young 
woman half dying in tho corner of the seat. 
Her bonnet lay on the floor, hor waist was torn 
at tho neck, and her skirts were full of rents, 
ilor hair was down and she was so dazed that 
ho was obliged to ask her three times what was 
the matter before slio could rouse herself suffi- 
ciently to tell him. She told him that she had 
beenassaulted by a tall man with a heavy 
moustache. The man had jumpod from tho 
train, she sakl, aa it was slowing up for East 
Ketford. Miss Cordock was assisted by two 
guards to the ] olice station, where Bhe gave a 
lull descrlpi Ion of the num. A detective and 
three policemen were despa' choc! in search of 
tho fugitive. They found him two hours later 
walking through West Retford, and took him 
to tho station, where -Miss Cordock inentilled 
him. She said she was alone in tho com- 
partment Whotl Windlo entered it, and that 
ho began talking with hor, shortly bofore the 
train reached Worksop, alio answered only in 
monosyllables at first; then not. at nil. As tho 
train left Worksop be came over and sat beside 
her. When she moved away ho said: "You 
must not he so shy. little one," and caught her 
round the waist. She Vegan screaming, but be 
covered her mouth by throwing his arm around 
her neck.

She is under medical treatment and her physi- 
cians say will lie able to appear against Windlo 
in court, within three or four days. She is 
described as a handsome blonde girl of medium 
height. The excitement in East Retford on 
account of the oaso is hlnh, and when Windlo 
was taken to jail a crowd of men and boys 
pressed close to the policemen and threatened 
to take him away and drag him througt 
street.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Some of tho Provisions of tho United States 
haw us Recently Adopted by Congress. 

Much In'.orest having boon taken In tho 
much Ulked-of Chinese Exclusion (or rather 
regulation) Act, as racontly adopted by tho 
United States Congress, tho following sum- 
mary of its contents Is published, It extends 
the present laws on the subject for a poriod of 
10 years and provides that all Chinese convict- 
odof being illegally in the country shall be re- 
turned to the country to wh'ch they claim 
allegiance; that any Clunesearrosled under tbu 
provisions of tho act shall ho adjudged unlaw- 
fully within the United States unless ho can 
establish by alilrmativo proof to the satisfac- 
tion of tho court bis lawful right to remain, 
and, if convicted, it provides that he shall be 
imprisoned at hard labor for a poriod of not 
more than one year. i»ftor which term lie is to 
bo deported as provided. Jn case of appoal for 
a writ of habeas corpus, provision is made that 
no bail shall he allowed, but tho case tried as 
speedily as possible. 

All Chinese laborers now legally within tho 
United States aro required to procure from tho 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the district 
in which they live, inside of one year, a certifi- 
cate of residence, and in case of Ids neglect so 
to do, ho must prove that ho was unable, 
through sickness, accident or other unavoid- 
able cause, and must prove by at least ono 
credible white witness that he was a icsident 
at tho time of tho passage of tho Act. All 
Chinese found without a certificate at ttio ex- 
piration of tho year, are liable to nrrest and 
prosecution. No charge is to bo rondo for tho 
certificate, and any Chineso other than a labor- 
or having a right to remain, may apply for and 
reccivo a certificate nsovidenco of this right. 
Tho Secretary of the Treasury is instructed to 
make rules and regulations for carrying tho 

Era visions of the Act into effect, furnishing 
lanka, etc. A duplicate of each certificate 
issued is retained by tho official issuing the 
Bnmo. for forging or making any change In a 
certificate, a tlno of §1.01X1 or tlvo years' impris- 
onment is provided.

FRENCH SHORE QUESTION. 

Great Britain's Engagements With France 
Must Be Carried Through. 

London, May 17.— The Newfoundland Par- 
liament, having rejected tho French Shore ar- 
rangement, coming us.it does on tho heels of a 
reminder by M, Wnudington, tho French am- 
bassador, a few days ago, that Franco was 
awaiting tho fulfilment of England's engage- 
ment, Lord Knutcford, the Colonial Secretary, 
has cabled Sir Wm. Whitewny, Premier of 
Newfoundland, for an explanation. Mean- 
while, the Government aro preparing a bill 
Similar to the onu which was withdrawn last 
fall, at the request of Sir Wm. Whitewny. who 
guaranteed to carry through at homo satisfac- 
tory legislation on the subject. Tho now meas- 
ure will soon bo introduced in tho Lords, and 
will be rushed through both Houses. Thoreis 
not likely to be any serious opposition to it 
after what is commonly regarded as the colon- 
ial breach of faith in tho premises. Everybody 
admits tho necessity of fulfilling England's en- 
gagements with France, regard!' ss of any disa- 
greement hetwe. n the colonial and homo Liov- 
ernments on minor uuestions of methods. 



AFRICAN SLAVE-TRADING. 

Virtual Collapse of VYIssinan's Project, 

Berlin, May 16. — Tho German Anti-Slavery 
Committee, though its Chairman, has admitted 
in an interview that tho Wissman steamer 
project lias virtually collapsed. Moru than 
eighteen months ago, on a flying trip homo, 
Wissman declared to the Emperor and the 
Colonial Office that it was absolutely necessary 
for the German interest In Africa that tho 
Government should have a steamer on Vic- 
toria Xyanza before tho English got. there. lie 
spoke and wrote on the subject until ho had 
inspired all tho Colonial enthusiasm in the em- 
pire, but their enthusiasm was dampened when 
the estimated cost of tho steamer was found to 
bo 10,000 marks. Vet Wissman's urgent repre- 
sentations won eventually, and the steamer 
■was built, although no provision was made in 
tho meantime for defraying the expense of 
transportation. Tho steamer proved to he a 
failure, her draft being seven feet. aft. The 
machinery and steering apparatus were cum- 
bersome, and tho process of taking it to pieces 
uiul putting it together again was found to ho 
almost us laborious as the building of u new 
boat.

Qdkbec, May 17.— Judgment has been ren- 
dered in tho suit over tho will of tho lato 
Senator Iios3.

brother, Frank,' devisee of ono-balf of the 
estate, to divide the remaining half between 
poor relations and the Protestant church of 
Quebec.

SPECIAL KAILWAY RATES- 

The U.S. Supremo Court Declines to Restrain 
the Sale of Party Rate Tickets. 

Washington, May 17. — The judgment previ- 
ously given as to what, under tho interstate 
commerce act, constitutes unlawful discrim- 
ination, was rendered by tho Supremo Court, 
in tho rnso of what is commonly known 
as tho Baltimore and Ohio K. 11. It was a 
theatrical rate case involving tho rights of tho 
ltailroad Company to sell ut reduced rates, 
tickets to parties of ten or moro persons. Tho 
court, in the opinion of Justice Brown, sus- 
tained the decision of Judge Jackson, refusing 
to issue an injunction to restrain tho ltailroad 
Co. from continuing the sale of party rato 
tickets. The general ground of tho opinion is 
that it Is not an unjust discrimination for tho 
Railroad < o. to i.ell tickets at wholesale 
cheaper than at retail. The case originated in 
a complaint made by the Pun Handle reads 
against the Baltimore and Ohio. 



MINISTERIAL DEFEAT. 

Tim Greek Opposition Headed by Trlcoupis 
Successful at the Pulls. 

Athens, May 16.— The victory of M. Trieou- 
pis In the election for tho Iloule is overwhelm- 
ing, 170 of his supporters have been elected 
while tho other parties havo only 37. Tho re- 
sult has caused a tremendous sensation and Is 
highly satisfactory to the King, who bus been 
accused by M. Uelyuunis of being a partisan 
of M. Trlcoupls. The existing ministry has 
tendered its resignation to tho King who, how- 
ever, has refused to accept it until ids return 
from Copenhagen, whore ho goes to-morrow 
with tho royal family and mother, tho King 
ond Queen of Denmark. Tho Minister of Fin- 
ance, tho Minister of Foreign Allaire and tho 
Minister of Justice in the present Cabinet were 
all defeated in tho election for the liuulo. 



DESTR DCTI VE 11 DRR1CANE. 

New Zealand has a Severe Visitation— Heavy 
Losses. 

London, May 10.— Advices received here to- 
night from Wellington, Now Zealand, aro to 
tho etlect that a hurricano of tho most unpre- 
cedented fury has passed over Central Now 
Zealand. The damage Inflicted Is vory great. 
Crops wore leveled in all directions, and lie 
railroad tracks were so badly washed out that 
travel is suspended. A largo number of vessels 
of all kinds were lying in tho oiling when tho 
storm swept down upon them with frightful 
fury. They were tossed about like so many 
chilis of wood, and many of them wore cast 
ashore and were wrecked. A largo number of 
persons have undoubtedly perished, both at 
sea and on land.

A MALICIOUS LETTER WRITER. 

A letter, dated from Victoria, on the 
subject of compensation to the sealers, ap- 
peared in the San Francisco Chronicle, of 
the 6th inat. The writer shows from the 
first sentence to the last that ho is bitterly 
prejudiced against the British Columbia 
scalers. He does not take the trouble even 
to appear to be fair or truthful. So malig- 
nant is his tone and so reckless and so 
sweeping arc his statements, that any man 
of ordinary intelligence who attempts to 
read it will bo put upon his guard at once. 
He will immediately conclude that the man 
who wroto in such a spirit could tell the 
truth only by mistake. The letter will, 
consequently miss its mark. It will do no 
harm to the cause of the sealers. The con- 
spicuous spitefulness and the violence of the 
writer will prevent any man, possessed of 
common sense, attaching the slightest im- 
portance to his statements. If he had 
written temperately, if he had as- 
• surned the virtue of fairness, al- 
though ho did not possess it, his 
letter would be read with attention 
at least by those who take an interest in 
the subject. 

It would be foolish to attempt to reply to 
a letter which shows in every line of it that 
it was written or inspired by an unscrupu- 
lous enemy of the British Columbia scalers. 
The futility of replying to his railings and 
his misrepresentation is the more apparent 
as the matters on which he writes are being 
enquired into by competent men sent here I 
from England for that special purpose. 
Messrs. Gleadowe anil Rose will form their 
conclusions from ascertained facts and not 
from the malicious and unconfirmed state- 
ments of the irresponsible correspondent of 
an American newspaper, and the British 
government will depend upon its trusted 
oilicials for the information it needs and 
not upon such random statements as are 
published in the San Francisco Chronicle. 
The letter therefore is nothing moro than a 
gratituous piece of malice which can have 
no effect whatever on the appraisement of 
the damage inflicted upon the sealers of 
this province. 



THE SILVER AGITATION. 

The silver men of the United States aro 
enterprising. Their object is to give silver 
a fictitious value, to try to induce govern- 
ments and peoples to pay one hundred cents 
in gold, or other valuable commodities, for 
seventy or eighty cents worth of silver. 
The stake they are playing for is a big one, 
and they are determined in endeavoring to 
accomplish their object to leave no stone 
unturned. They have been foiled for the 
time in tho United States Congress, but 
they are not discouraged. They are deter- 
mined to have an international congress. 
They have secured the co-operation of Presi- 
dent Harrison, and they have obtained the 
countenance of the British Government. The 
London Times is not, at nil plcu«ed at tho 
course taken by Lord Salisbury in the mat- 
ter. It said, in a recent issue : 

" We regret the course tho Government 
has taken. It appears to be playing into 
the hands of politicians in power in Wash- 
ington. If it were possible by protocols of 
the conference to establish a permanent 
parity between gold and silver the object 
would be worth the effort and the sacrifice ; 
but it is as impracticable as a pint pot to 
hold a quart. The effect of the conference 
will only be to keep tho silver market and 
the whole question of currency in an un- 
settled state for a long time to come. Is 
anything likely to be done by the interna- 
tional agreement which will give greater 
stimulus to the rehabilitation ot silver than 
the Bland hill ? Is it likely, even if the 
Government advised the Bank of England 
to hold a portion of its reserve in silver, 
that the European powers would be tempted 
to embark in a policy bolstering up silver ': 
Or that the Bank of lCngland would consent 
thus to reduce its already too small gold 
reserves, or that such a step would produce 
Lhe effect which the Bland Act failed to pro- 
duce '.' We cannot now avoid being made 
to serve tho turn of political wire-pullers 
and stock speculators by accepting Presi- 
dent Harrison's invitation, but we can at 
least be careful not to go beyond the mani- 
fest narrowly defined boundaries of safety." 

The Times, it will ho observed, zealously 
supports Lord Salisbury's Government, hut 
it does not hesitate to condemn the action 
of the Premier when, in its opinion, it is 
not conducive to the public good. 

.4 SAD J) ESC EXT. 

The United States no longer occupies the 
proud position it once held with regard to 
other nations. It is no longer able to pay 
its way evory year and to have a large sur- 
plus over to pay its debts beforo they 
become duo. It has come down to the con- 
dition of ordinary nations which spend all 
their income and a little more. This is a 
grievous descent and it has been mado 
quite unnecessarily by tho Republican 
Party. That party has strained its ingen- 
uity to find ways and means to spend tho 
money that flows into the Uuited States 
Treasury iu what may be not at all inappro- 
priately described as a torrent, and it suc- 
ceeded so well that there is, this year, a 
deficit instead of a surplus. Tho New 
York World says: "The Treasury is 
fiiolng a deficiency. It is technically bank- 



rupt, as Senator Hoar has admitted. That 
is, it is not paying, and it is not able, legiti- 
mately, to pay, all its obligations. The 
revenues for the future will not meet the 
expenditures voted by Congress." 

This state of things has been brought 
about by tho most reckless extravagance. 
Tho Uuited States pays moro in pensions, 
many of them transparently fraudulent, 
than the Empire of Germany requires to 
support its tremendous and most burden- 
soruo military establishment. The World 
says that tho "Billion Dollar Congress added 
largely to tho permanent expenditure of 
tho Government in pensions, subsidies, 
bounties, river and harbor and pub- 
lic building jobs." It counsels retrench- 
ment. It says that t lie Democrats who now 
hold the purse strings of tho Great Republic 
havo no excuse for continuing the syste- 
matic extravaganco practised by the Re- 
publicans, The way in which the expendi- 
ture of tho States has increased during the 
last three years is something amazing. Of 
course the country can stand tho waste. It 
is exceedingly rich, but it is not likely that 
tho people will long submit to bear the 
weight of war taxation for uo other purpose 
than to give tho politicians money to throw 
away with both hands. 

SHIEKINO RESPONSIBILITY. 

The little Government of Prince Edward 
Island is determined to be in the fashion. 
Jt has its own gerrymander in miniature, 
and, following the example of the big prov- 
ince of Quebec, it is giving its inhabitants a 
taste of government by Lieut. Governor. 
The Island Legislature passed a bill abol- 
ishing the Legislative Council and provid- 
ing for the reorganization of the Legislature 
on the new lines. \\ hen the measure was 
presented to Governor Carvell for his 
assent, he declined to give it, hut reserved 
the bill for the consideration of the Govern- 
ment in Ottawa. This is supposed to be a 
kind of provisional veto. This was done 
once beforo by an Island Governor, but tho 
Dominion Government very properly re- 
fused to take any action iu the matter, and 
sent the bill back to the Governor to be 
dealt with iu the constitutional way. 

We are a little surprised that Governor 
Carvell would resort to a half-measure liko 
this, which looks like shirking responsi- 
bility and trying to throw it on the 
shoulders of others, to whom it does not 
properly belong. He is a plucky man of 
business who knows his own mind, and who 
invariably acts with decision and prompt- 
ness. If ho considered that the measure 
was one that ought not to become law, wo 
would expect him to take upon himself the 
responsibility of vetoing it. That is his 
prerogative. It is one that is very seldom 
used certainly, but it seems to us preferable 
to the course, he pursued. It will be in- 
teresting to see what the Dominion Govern- 
ment will do with this measure, to which the 
Lieut. -Governor of Prince Edward Islaud 
would not give his assent, and yet was 
afraid to veto.

THE AM ERIC AX GMNSUS. 

Some of the results arrived at by the 
Ceusus Bureau of the United States, 
are very interesting. The popu 
lation of the States, as is already 
known, is 62,622,250. This great 
population is divided into 12,690,132 fami- 
lies. This gives very nearly five pe.'sons to 
each family, which is the number generally 
fixed upon by persons who are not guided 
by the figures of the census. Tho exact 
number is 4.9-4. In the United States the 
number of voters very nearly .corresponds 
with the number of families. So it is safe 
to calculate the voters in any State us being 
one fifth of the population. The number 
of persons to each family has slightly de- 
creased oiiioo the uutmid of ISS0. Each 
fumily then contained 5.04 members. In 
IS.'jO there were 5.55 to the family. The 
difference may be, in pirt at any rate, 
attributed to tho different degrees of 
accuracy with which the census was taken 
at different times. It is said that the last 
United States census was very carelessly 
taken. The official count, indeed, has been 
in some instances proved to be inaccurate. 
In the States the number of persons to a 
family varies. In tho Eastern States there 
are fewer members to each family than 
there are in tho Western and Southern 
States. In Maine and New Hampshire the 
average number is 4. 40 and 4.31 respectively; | 
in the Southern States it is 5.25. California 
is a fair average, the number of each family 
in that State being 4.92. In 1850 
the average size of a family in California 
was.'). 77. This is easily understood. The 
proportion of single men to the whole 
population in those days was abnormally 
large. 

Tho number of dwellings in tho United 
Slates does not correspond with tho num- 
ber of families, though tho difference is not 
so great as might be expected. There are, 
as we have already stated, 12,690,152 fami- 
lies in the country. The number of occu- 
pied dwellings is 11,433,318, 80 there aro 
1,206,834 more dwellings than there aio 
families. Tho average number of inmates 
to a dwelling is 5.4."); in 1850 thero wero 
nearly (1 persons to each house. In New 
York the average to each dwelling is G.70, 
in California it is 5. 12, in Nevada it is 4.45, 
and in New Mexico it is 4.47. It will be 
curious to observe how these figures com- 
pare with those of the Canadian census. It 
is our opinion that the difference will not bo 
very great. Although the population of 
tho United States is much greater than 
that of Canada, tho conditions of life in the 
two countries are very much alike.

Imidvertauce Utterly Inexplicable. 

In Bradstree't's of March 12, there ap- 
peared a summary of a report to the State 
Department of Washington, by U.S. Con- 
sul Myers, of this city, from which ii ap- 
peared that "Vancouver is the capital of 
British Columbia," and that "more than 
one-half of the general business of the 
province is conducted there." The error 
was so manifest that noone acquainted with 
the province could fail to detect it, but lest 
it might bo the means of misleading per- 
sons not familiar with the real state of 
affairs, the British Columbia Board of 
Trade took the matter up, and requested 
the publishers of tho journal to have tho 
mistake corrected. Bradstreet's of the 7th 
inst. is to hand, and in it is the correction 
called for. The editor explains that the 
mistake occurred "owing to some inadvert- 
ance utterly inexplicable," and proceeds to 
give statistics from the assessed value, real 
estate, personal property, and taxable in- 
come of tho cities of British Columbia, 
which d'set matters right, and show that 
three -fifths of the imports into the provineo 
are received at Victoria, and that more than 
one-half of the general business of tho 
provineo is transacted hero.

After hearing the evidence offered, 
tho defendant was hound over in the sum 
of 8500 for himself and two sureties for §250 
each, to keep the peace. Mrs. Ward ad- 
mitted having been under the influence of 
liquor on Sunday evening, when the assault 
took place, but declared that the fact of her 
husband having to put her to bed was no 
justification why he, a "big lubber," should 
beat her. The customary lecture on the 
evil of liquor was administered to the com- 
plainant.

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SPRING ASSIZES. 



Charges Ag-ainst Chinese for Larceny 
Occupy the Attention of 
the Court. 



A Dishonest Servant Sentenced to 
Three Years— Six Months for As- 
sault Upon a Si-wash Girl. 



Tho second day's session of the Spring 
Assizes, continued yesterday Ueforo His Lord- 
ship tlio Cliief Justice, was not productive of 
any Bpooial interest except to tho numerous 
Chinese and ShvttBU auditors. Tlie drat cuau 
heard was tliat of Rcgina vs. Wong Won, 
larceny of Sl'JO, n purse and a knife from Mattiu 
Davis, formerly u resident of 1U Broad street, 
Tho circumstances as proved in evidenco were 
that Wontf Won was employed as a servant at 
the house, and uuo day when ho failed to put 
111 an appearance at tho usual hour tho money 
was missed. Complaint was made to the polieu 
and Wong was followed to Vancouver, where 
he was arrested, a portion ot the stolen pro- 
perly being found in his possession. Prisoner 
was not defended by counsel, and the evidence 
against him was so straight that thojuryfound 
a verdict of guilty without leaving the box 
His Lordship sentenced the prisoner to lhre< 
year's incarceration in the penitentiary with 
hard labor, remarking that such "servants" 
should not be allowed to prey upon the public. 

In Hegina vs. Ni-ga-tsi, indecent assault upon 
an Indian girl by a Shvash, Mr. S. ferry .Mills, 
who appeared (or tho defence, entered a plea 
of guilty of common assault, and a sentence of 
six mon! lis in the common jail with hard labor 
was Imposed. , . , 

Loo HoiiK was then placed on trial on a 
charge of having stolen from Hoo Ah Ong on 
December 31, 1891, the sum of SIM. Mosl of the 
afternoon was spent hearing tho evidence 
which was not strong enough for a conviction, 
and the prisoner was discharged. Mr. Thorn- 
ton l'Y!l appeared for the defence. 

The court was then adjourned until 11 
o'clock this morning, when tho last case on 
the docket, Regina vs. Williams and Hoarns, 
damaging property, will be beard.

THE DIET QUESTION. 

To Tin: Editor.— Your lender in Sunday's 
issue, in »•<• Lady Pairul and Vegetarianism, is 
opportune, and suggestively affords a remedy 
against the cattle syndicate and combine, lleef 
IS cents per pound! This ia an exorbitant 
price, seeing that those who raise cattle pay 
precious little for grazing ground, w hilst de- 
stroying tho land into tho bargain. Once it 
bore bunch gTu:;;;, now rjagcbruoh or something 
of the kind. Let everyone then cease to eat 
llesti, then the price of it will diminish. 

Doubtless t he good people of Victoria con- 
sume too much animal food, and so render 
themselves liable to certain maladies, but at 
t lie sumo time tho waste on account of bad and 
lazy cooks is appalling. The meal, is dried up, 
rendered far less nutritious, and so a greater 
quantity Is taken to the injury of tho con- 
sumer. The loss to the community by bad 
cooking must be something enormous, but 
doubtless it. pleases the cattle combine, and so 
they don't try to correct it. That a very large 
number of people could work and enjoy 
good health by livli g on vegetable diet, 
does not admit of doubt, but at the 
same time it is very doubtful whether it 
would ail'ord sufficient sustenance for people 
who do very laborious work, The wear and 
tear of t bo body of a labouring man Is some- 
thing enormous. The waste must be supplied 
by solid food containing the ingredients neces- 
sary to repair. A vegetable diet is too bulky 
and not lasting, more frenuont meals would bo 
required. Possibly it Is the concentrated and 
stimulating meat diet that makes the civiliz.nl 
capable of great laborious and gigantic works, 
but. at the same time, such a diet is injurious 
to those who have sedentary employment or 
hut llttlo muscular work t.o do. It is really 
surprising how few vegetables are consumed 
In this country. That, is to say judglnglby the 
small quantity one sees in the shops. There is 
still less used now than formerly on account of 
people not lining allowed to liaWk them around 
without a license. Quantity and quality are 
both deficient, in Victoria at all events. 

Another thing puzzles one— why this ever- 
lasting lire in the stove in the kitchen / Surely 
people can cat cold meat occasionally, it being 
at once more wholosome, and save no end of 
work, coal and wood. If a follow wants a cup 
of tea or boiled i gg, the stove must, be put In 
requisition, half a cord of wood used and 
an hour wasted into tho bargain! A 
spirit lamp or gas stovo would boil (ho 
water in ten minutes! Some appliance of tins 
kind would bo convenient, and economical in 
every household, and, in fact , tho whole thing 
could be easily and readily done at the break- 
faat or tea table. When will peoplo learn lo 
bo labor-saving and so economical In a country 
vrhorn do in cat to servants are scarce and expan- 
sive? Do without them— have less cookery and 

Tho killing of animals for food is admitted to 
bo cruel; for sport, still more so. and can only 
ho excused on tho ground that. Nature seems 
to bo governed by the law that one animal 
should live on another, and bacteria on the lot 
of ua. Perhaps these tiny pests will wipe iib 
out altogether some dayl Flesh-eating animals 
aro, generally speaking, savages, is not man 
a savage, too.' For he spares none. 

On tho other hand, do not the vegetarians 
kill, tool How many thousands of minute 
animals does eaeli plant, give a home to.' These 
must all be killed, slowly and gradually, when 
put on the stovo to ho cooked. How much tor- 
ture must, they undergo when feeling t he water 
getting more and more uncomfortably warm 
until tho end comes— scalded to death! Does 
the Insect feel a pang as great, aa when the 
man dies/ There is something fearful, almost 
abhorrent, In the law that one animal must 
llvo on another— destroy each other, whether 
by accident or design, but t his is no reason 
why the people Of Victoria should pay IS cents 
per pound for beef, and have It badly cooked in 
a stovo into tho bargain, when they have 
plenty of bread, oatmeal, turnips and mangel- 
wurzel close ill hand lo nourish their intellect.

Registered at tho Hold d\\ Bastion, last 
evening, was a youthful tourist who, dur- 
ing the past three weeks lias seen more real 
solid, unadulterated life than ho ever 
imagined could be jammed into that space 
of time. His name is tho familiar ono, 
"Van Horst," which has been for some 
little time synonymous with the term "bad 
boy," and yet, according to his own story, 
he is not such u, bad boy after all. His 
weakness apparently is that human nature 
Will crop out, and on the same principle 
the chief crime he has committed has been 
getting caught. 

The story is briefly told. Six months 
ago or a little less, young Van HorBt, a boy 
of 14 years, was convicted before the magis- 
trate of running away with a hand ear on 
the E, iV N. railway. He was then 
sentenced to threo months' imprison- 
ment in the reformatory, but twice before 
his term had expired he managed to run 
away, only to bo caught and brought back. 
When the lerin had expired he was set at 
liberty, but was soon run in again, this time 
for stealing a boat from one of the city boat 
houses. For this offence he got another 
term of three months, a companion named 
Libby who was along with him at the time 
receiving a similar punishment. The three 
months term would have been about up by 
this time, but threo weeks ago Van Horst 
and Libby broke jail and escaped, no one 
knew where. The next thing known of 
him was contained in a communication from 
the chief of police at Port Townsend, who 
advised tho Victoria police that he had 
sent the boy back. This was on Monday, 
but when the City of Kingston arrived in 
port, as stated in yesterday morning's issue, 
the boy eluded tho city authorities. Yes- 
terday afternoon the Superintendent of 
Provincial Police took tho matter in hand, 
located the youngster and by 10 o'clock last 
night had him locked up in the Provincial 
police ollice, Bastion street, where a 
COLONIST reporter had a chat with him. 
The boy says that when ho left the Re- 
formatory with young Libby he went at 
onee down to the docks where they met au 
Italian fisherman to whom they confided 
the fact that they had broken away from 
the jai'. They said that the polioe were 
looking for them and the fisherman taking 
pity on them agreed to take them to Port 
Angeles where ho was going. They left 
the same night and from Port Angeles 
wandered all over the Sound country 
taking in the world as Ixsl iliey could 
without money or home Or friends, sleeping' 
out of doors ut night or lying around in 
barrels and box cars when it rained. 
Finally they separated, and Van Horst was 
hit upon by the Port Townsend police and 
sent back. 

The boy tells his story with perfent 
frankness and candor. He does nut seem to 
belong to what one would call the criminal 
class, and claims that, if he had a chance to 
bo "square" and honest, he would do his 
best to get along. Asked why he ran away 
from the Reformatory, ho said it was be- 
cause he had been thrashed by the Superin- 
tendent of the Reformatory, beaten with a 
heavy stick about tho head, and generally 
misused. This is his story, to 
whieh there may be and probably 
is another side. The lad further 
says that he objected to confinement in the 
Reformatory because he was not given exer- 
cise enough. For whole days, he says, he 
was not allowed to get nut of doors at all to 
"breathe Heaven's fresh breezes," and he 
thought any kind of a life would be better 
than that. 

To-day he will bo returned to tho Re- 
formatory and in case he behaves himself 
the chances are no further proceedings will 
be taken against him for breaking jail. The 
case is one that will be watched with inter- 
est, for notwithstanding the boy's bad record 
and roguish proclivities, it is possible some- 
thing may yet be made out of him.

DotibtB As to the Death of tho Arch Duko of 
Austria Clearing Away. 

San" Francisco, May 17. — If there remain 
any doubts as to the Archduke of Austria, 
better known as John Orth, wdiose romantic 
story is familiar, thesu doubts are likely to 
be dispelled by the following statement, 
made by Leopold Midler, first mate of the 
ship Knight Commander, now unloading 
hero. It has been supposed that the pres- 
ence of the cruiser F.isana on this coast was 
due to the instructions of tho Austrian 
Government to obtain satisfactory assur- 
ances of Orth's death. Said Midler: "I 
was mato of the ship on whieh on which 
John Orth sailed on his last voyage. I did 
not go with him, but 1 remember the craft 
well, an I was on board of her from 1S7S to 
ISS'2. She was what sailors call a very 
dirty ship, built of iron, in ISTti, and I par- 
ticularly remember that the poop was faced 
with wood. We had to build a timber 
bulkhead at sea to prevent the poop get- 
ting smashed in. In 1SSS, the last voyage 
she made before she was sold to 
John Orth, the bulkhead was smashed 
in on tho passage from England 
to Melbourne. I suppose when Orth 
bought her at Dunkirk from her owner, 
John Rankin, of Liverpool, that this bulk- 
head was repaired after a fashion, but I 
will say that if a sea swept it away and 
flooded the cabin the craft was liable to go 
down in ten minutes, for the reason that 
there were two grating hatches in the cabin 
and through these water could get into the 
hold at onee. John Orth went over in her 
from Dunkirk to the Pacific coast, and tho 
lust I heard of him was in 1S90, when he 
went up from Valparaiso to Iquiqui and 
Piasagua, loaded nitrate and started on the 
journey homo. J have not the least doubt 
that the vessel was unseaworthy and went 
down with all hands."

MlDDLETON, Conn., May lii.— J. \Y. 
Iroatch, a former ^Vest Point cade-, is here 
eenperating, it is alleged, from a hazing he 
eceived at tho military academy at West 
'oint. Broatch was a member of the 
fourth or "pleb" class, in which he took 
high rank. Ho graduated from Yale in the 
class of '1)1, where he was the most promi- 
nent military man in his class. At West 
Point, Broatch came into collision with 
men of the first class, because of bis refusal 
to brook k'sulta hcupcd by thorn upon the 
"plebs," and upon one occasion ho had a 
lislic encounter witn ono of them, which re- 
sulted in both contestants being laid ol! for 
weeks. At last, lindinglife there- unbearable, 
he resinned his cadetahlp. Upon the lirst ten- 
der of his resignation it was refused by the 
Scorotary of War, on account of Mr. 
Broatch's high standing, was afterwards 
accepted at his urgent recjuost. Broatch 
says the system of hazing practiced there is 
infinitely worse than anything in vogue 
in any American college. Men who 
have suffered it and found the injustice of 
it have refrained from holding it up to 
public disapprobation, because to do so 
would mean ostracism at the academy. 
Broatch tells of a classmate who, though 

suffering from physical defect, was forced 
to fight timo after time, and compelled to 
run the gauntlet of such barbarous cruelty 
that ho resigned at the end of six months a 
mental and physical wreck. 

Killing Hie I'rotcstlint Horse. 

New York, May 10. — Rev. Dr. Justin 
D. Fulton speaking in this city on the topic 
"Shall the Columbian Exposition he Roman- 
ized?" referred to tho growing influence of 
Catholicism in the United States as some- 
thing to bo greatly feared by all lovers of 
freedom. He predicted in the near future 
that a great war would ho waged between 
the Catholics and Protestants in tho United 
States, by which Catholicism would bo as 
deeply buried as was slavery by the Civil 
war. He offered resolutions which con- 
demned Mrs. Palmer for requesting the par- 
ticipation of the Pope in the woman's depart 
meilt, and suggested that if Mrs. Palmer 
wanted Catholic relics she should secure the 
instruments of torture of the Inquisition, 
Referring to the announced determination 
of the Pope to write an encyclical letter at 
the time of the Chicago fair, iu which he 
would trace the life of Columbus and indi- 
cate the part taken by the Holy See, the 
resolution read : " It is to bo hoped that 
Leo XIII. will be explicit and^describe the 
man (Pope Alexander VI.) who, as bishop, 
cardinal and pope, is the synonym for in- 
famy. History will HI Mrs. Palmer thnt 
the life of Alexander VJ , in relation to the 
daughters of Lucretia and others, is such 
that it cannot bo described."
